DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Berler, US 
Patent No. 3,774,014. 

Berler discloses a printed code scanning system comprising: a scanner 12 mounted above 
a checkout counter 1 1 with its pick-up angle aimed downward at a suitable area on the counter 
over which merchandise will be passed, the latter arrangement, the checkout counter is provided 
with a transparent window 3 1 to permit a coded label placed at the bottom of articles, such as 
label 23 affixed to the bottom article 21, which pass over the scan area 30, to be sensed through 
the window portion 31 of the checkout counter surface 1 1, the scanner 35 is situated so that it 
reads coded labels affixed to a vertical face of an article as it passes across the counter, the label 
24 positioned within a predetermined region above the base of the article of merchandise 32 and 
facing the vidicon scanner reader 36 would pass through the scan zone (see figure 1, col. 5, line 
44 +). 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Jelen, US Patent No. 5,406,063, discloses a hand-held data scanner having an 
adjustable keyboard panel. Rando, US Patent No. 6,213,397, discloses a multiple window 
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scanner and method for adjusting optical parameters. Woodaman, US Patent No. 6,270,724, 



discloses a detection of contaminants in food.
